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In the volume 44 of this Journal on the page 372, I commented errone¬ 
ously on the validity of Agrostis clavata Trin. ssp. matsumurae (Hack, ex 
Honda) Tateoka (1968). The basionym, A. Matsumurae Hackel, was at first 
published by Matsumura (1897) without description, but later Honda (1930) 
provided it with diagnosis in the key to the species and varieties of the 
section Trichodium. So A. Matsumurae Hack, was validated in 1930 by 
Honda. Tateoka’s combination is therefore effective and valid, though he 
did not select and publish the lectotype specimen to fix the subspecific epithet 
nomenclatorially. To fill this deficiency, I like to select the following speci¬ 
men as the lectotype.
